King, which ſoenraged him,that he pubiickiySwireth the wiuls © 
cd on all the Proteſtants in that Kingdom. And about the fame time recs vt; 
both Arms and Ammunitiom from Frarce,as allo fill affurzrice of the la's, K1rg 
with a good ſupply of Men and Arms, would arrive thereto his and the papiſts 
Aſltiftance in that Kirgdom, and then immediately threw of the Dilzuiſc of Ju- 
ſtice, pretcoded in his late Proclamation,'and give publick Liberty and ercou- 
ragement to hls Souldiers and Officers, toplunder and deſtroy the Proteſtants, 
as they ſhould think ht. Whereupon the Papiſts 1u moſt of the great Towns 
in Munſter aſſemble, and firſt triping Men, Women, and Children, they Drive 
them out of the Towns,and leave them to the Mercy ofthe reſt about th:Roads. 
In Cork, they gathered Three Thouſand proteſtants, Men, Wamen, and Chil- 
dren, and Robbing them of all their Effects in their Habitations, they withour 
regard to Mc deſiy, Charity, or Sex, ſtrip them ſtark naked, and drive thera 
out of the Town: the Soldiers Slapping and Beating tzem with Cudpels, and 
ufing moſt Barbarous and Undecent Actions tothe Women. In Lymrick they 
have done the lan.*, driving ont, and abuſing ſome Hundreds 1n the Cold, 
without one Rag about them. 

The Honouroble Cantain Boyle, by T reachery of ſome abot him, they have 
Teken, and are in cloſz purſuit after the Earl of {nchiqueer the greateſt prote- 
ſtant Champion 1n Munſter: The ſtrong Town of Bandon they have ſent Eight 
Thoufand Men to Belicge : and threaten moſt horribly to deſtroy, Man, Wo- 
man and Child, nnlefs thev yield upon Summonss_ and it is remarkable, thar 
one Cartie, an Otticer in Bandon, deliting leave to go out of the Town, the 
proteſtants having Difarm'd his Company before, for fear of their Villany, 
they treely gave him leave, and the Villain had ſcarce got half a mile from the 
Town, when he meets with Two proteſtant Erg/i/h Children, a Boy and a Girl, 
and alighting, he Barbaroully Murthered, cutting their Throats, and ripping 
them up. Theſe are the fir{t fo Bloody Attempts, which fo nearly reſemble 
their Beginnings 1n their laſt ſo horrid Rebellion in Forty One, that unleſs 
ſpeedy Succor be lent, (whibh God Almighty grant) we may quickly hear of 
the utter and Barbarous Extirpation of all the preteſtants, befides the hazard 
of not being able to recover that Kingdom, without theExpence and Trouble 
of a mY and tedious war. 
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
